Mike  is  a  veterinary 
medicine  student  at  Iowa 
State  University.  He's  a 
fourth  generation  farmer 
with  15  years  of  agriculture 
experience  under  his  belt. 
While  maintaining  263  stock 
cows,  12  bulls  and  231 
feeder  calves,  Mike  also 
supervises  three  full-time 
and  two  part-time  workers 
while  running  his  fence 
installation  business. 

"All  aspects  of  my  per-

Bruce  Bye  is  Awarded  the  National  H.O.  Sargent  Award  for 
Incorporating  Diversity  into  Agricultural  Education.

Mr.  Bruce  Bye  of  Elanco  Animal  Health  has  plenty  to  be  proud  of.  He  serves  on  the  Cattle  Marketing  Team  at  Elanco 
Animal  Health  where  he  travels  domestically  and  internationally,  conducting  market  research  for  the  increased 
productivity  of  farmers  and  ranchers  across  the  world.  He  helped  create  one  of  the  diverse  FFA  Chapters  in  the 
nation  and  has  led  the  charge  to  research  other  similar  programs  across  the  nation.  Mr.  Bye  has  a  lot  to  be  proud  of, 
but  with  each  accomplishment  he  achieves,  he  becomes  more  humble. 

At  the  National  FFA  Convention.  Bruce  Bye  was  awarded  for  the  work  he  has  put  into  the  FFA  with  the  National 
H.O.  Sargent  Award.  Only  three  adults  in  the  entire  nation  receive  this  award  for  incorporating  diversity  in  Agricul- 
tural Education.  The  award  is  named  after  Dr.  H.O.  Sargent  who  was  the  founder  of  New  Farmers  of  America,  the 
organization  for  African  American  agriculture  students,  which  merged  with  the  FFA  in  1965. 

In  1992,  Mr.  Bye  and  Dr.  Jerry  Peters  of  Purdue  University  had  a  dream  to  create  an  urban  agriculture  magnet 
program  in  Indiana.  Mr.  Bye  said.  "Let's  build  more  than  a  program,  let's  build  young  people  and  they  will  build 
communities  as  productive  citizens!"  It  was  this  vision  and  a  lot  of  hard  work  that  put  together  the  dream  and 
created  the  STAR  Academy  in  Indianapolis.  The  STAR  (Science  and  Technology  of  Agriculture  and  its  Resources) 
Academv  was  a  realitv  in  1994,  when  thirty-three  students  formed 
the  first"  STAR  class.  ' 

Mr.  Bye  still  works  closely  with  the  STAR  Academy  to  continue  thel 
equal  opportunities  for  African  American  and  Female  Agriculture  I 
students.  The  long  hours  and  positive  vision  that  Mr.  Bye  put  into! 
the  STAR  Academy,  and  the  work  he  continues  to  invest  in  today's| 
youth  are  the  reasons  that  Mr.  Bye  was  awarded  the  National  H.O. 
Sargent  Award.

The  Lions  Club  and  FFA  Grain  and  Horticulture  Show  is  a  long 
standing  tradition  at  Pendleton  Heights  High  School.

Abbey  Jones,  a  junior  in  the  Bellmont  FFA  Chapter,  has  a  cutting  edge  Supervised  Agricultural  Experience  program 
(SAE).  She  experiences  hands-on  AgriScience  through  cross  breeding  tomatoes.  The  program  began  when  Abbey's 
father  came  to  her  with  a  challenge.  His  tomato  processing  company  was  looking  for  a  new  type  of  tomato,  one 
that  would  be  small  and  easier  to  peel  and  can.  Due  to  her  interest  in  Science,  Abbey  welcomed  the  opportunity. 
Since  then,  Abbey  has  worked  with  her  FFA  advisor,  Robert  Caley,  and  geneticist,  Dr.  Francis  of  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, to  cross  pollinate  tomato  plants.  Abbey  says  that  the  process  is  slow,  but  definitely  worth  it.  She  is  now 
preparing  to  plant  her  second  generation  of  tomatoes  and  will  soon  see  the  results  of  the  first  year  of  cross  polli- 
nating. 

Abbey  has  already  experienced  the  benefits  of  a  successful  SAE.  Contact  with  experts  in  the  field  of  crop  genetics 
has  made  her  more  confident  about  working  with  adults.  She  has  also  learned  the  value  of  patience  and  gained 
valuable  career  insight.  Abbey's  future  plans  include  continuing  her  tomato  re- 
search. She  also  plans  to  study  the  effects  of  chemi- 
cals and  pesticides  on  people  through  research  with  .  ■BP*""-*  f 
tadpoles.

Tell  us  about  your  FFA  experience. 

My  fondest  high  school  memories  are  of  football  ai 

FFA.  That  was  It  for  me.  The  rest  of  the  stuff 

was  just  stuff  that  you  had  to  do.  FFA 

was  the  organization  to  belong  to  for 

students  in  our  school.  Agriculture  class 

was  the  one  class  that  we  liked,  that  we 

looked  forward  to  every  day.  We 

always  enjoyed  it.  We  had  a  nice  shop 

at  our  school  and  got  to  go 

out  and  do  everything.  We 

had  farmers  and  folks  who 

lived  around  the  school    and 

were  always  willing  to  help  out 

the  FFA  and  help  us  with  our  judging  and 

all  that  kind  of  stuff. 

When  did  you  get  your  first  break  in  the 
music  business? 

It's  hard  to  say.  It's  been  such  a  long  road 

over  the  last  seventeen  years.

I'm  not  awake  real  good,  so  it  kind  of  sits  me 
back  a  little  bit.  It's  strange.

Then  a  guy  I  used  to 
work  with  in  Texas  called 
me  on  the  phone  one  day 
and  asked  me  if  I  was 
singing  anymore.  I  told 
him  I  wasn't.  He  said  one 
day  I  was  going  to  have 
to  look  in  the  mirror  and 
ask  myself  what  would 
have  happened  if — if  I 
had  really  applied  myself 
and  moved  to  Nashville, 
where  they  make  country 
music  singers.  The 
thought  of  that  scared 
me,  so  I  loaded  up  and 
took  off.

My  musical  influences, 
I'm  afraid,  are  pretty 
much  boring.  They're 
like  the  ones  everyone 


else  usually  cites,  but  it 
just  happens  to  be  true. 
Merle  Haggard,  Waylon 
Jennings,  Tom  Jones, 
Buck  Owens,  Ed  Bruce, 
Don  Williams — I  could 
go  on.  I  think  the  first 
time  I  heard  Ed  Bruce 
sing  on  the  Grand  Ole 
Opry,  I  realized  that  a 
guy  with  a  bass  voice, 
like  I  have,  doesn't  have 
to  sing  bass  all  the  time. 
You  can  be  a  lead  singer. 
That  was  a  big  thing 
for  me. 

What  gives  you  more 
satisfaction,  playing  on  the 
road  or  playing  in  the 
recording  studio? 

Playing  in  front  of 
people — always.  That's 
what  it's  all  about  for 
me.  In  the  studio  you 
can  do  something  you 
think  is  cool,  but  it  may 
not  be  that  way  because 
the  people  are  always 
going  to  be  your 
barometer.  They're  going 
to  be  the  ones  that  let 
you  know.

Lee  makes  a  right  turn 
and  is  now  walking  to 
his  office.  He's  inside  the 
United  States  Embassy  in 
Canada's  capital  city, 
Ottawa,  and  he's  in  his 
final  week  of  a  summer- 
long  internship  that  he 
landed  through  the  new 
FFA  International  Intern 
Program.

The  Foreign  Agriculture 
Service  (FAS)  is  part  of 
the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture 
(USDA)  and  operates  in 
70  U.S.  Embassies.  It  has 
two  primary  reasons 
for  existence. 

First,  it  opens  the  doors 
for  the  marketing  of  U.S. 
agricultural  products 
abroad.  Second,  it  col- 
lects, analyzes  and  dis- 
seminates information 
on  world  trade  pat- 
terns, supply  and 
demand  and  emerging 
market  opportunities. 
It's  basically  the  eyes 
and  ears  of  American 
agriculture  in  the 
world  marketplace.

pretty  awestruck  when  I 
open  the  front  doors  to 
the  U.S.  Embassy,"  Lee 
says.  "It's  surprising  and 
scary,  and  exciting  and 
challenging.  For  me,  it 
draws  out  the  best  quali- 
ties I  have  because  I  chal- 
lenge myself  to  do  my 
best.  I  realize  what  an 
important  responsibility  I 
have  and  what  a  tremen- 
dous opportunity  this  is. 
It's  probably  the  best  agri- 
culture internship  in 
the  world."

It  helps  that  Lee  knows 
his  stuff  when  it  comes  to 
agriculture.  He  grew  up 
on  a  farm  near  Leipsic, 
Ohio.  While  he  doesn't 
plan  to  farm  after  college 
(he  wants  to  pursue  a 
career  in  agricultural  law), 
the  hands-in-the-dirt 
background  helped  him 
tremendously. 

"I  could  not  imagine 
doing  this  job  without 
having  an  agricultural 
background,"  Lee 
explains.  "I  think  it's  the 
biggest  advantage  that  I 
have,  in  that  nobody  has 
to  sit  down  and  explain  to 
me  what  a  bovine  is,  or 
what  an  oil  seed  is,  or 
what  a  grain  is.  I  know 
the  differences  and  I  know 
how  it  all  works." 

Lyle  Sebranek,  Minis- 
ter-Counselor for  Agricul- 
tural Affairs,  was  Lee's 
boss  for  the  summer.  He 
grew  up  on  a  farm  in 
southern  Wisconsin  and 


was  also  an  FFA  member. 
His  background  in  agri- 
culture provided  the  vehi- 
cle to  get  him  where  he  is 
today.  After  using  his  agri- 
cultural skills  in  the  Peace 
Corps  in  the  '60s,  his 
long  term  career  goals 
became  clear. 

"I  always  enjoyed 
learning  about  other  cul- 
tures, working  overseas, 
and  speaking  other  lan- 
guages," Sebranek 
explains,  "and  I  found 
that  I  wanted  to  do  that, 
and  agriculture,  fortu- 
nately, provided  me  a  nat- 
ural way  of  doing  that." 

Sebranek  says  farm 
exports  account  for  thirty 
percent  of  the  total  gross 
receipts  for  U.S.  farmers. 
Therefore,  he  says,  there's 
a  lot  of  promise  for  FFA 
members  interested  in 
international  agricultural 
careers.  "Any  sector  that's 
going  to  be  dynamic  has 
to  have  people  who  learn 
the  business  when  they're 
young,  and,  clearly,  young 
people  should  head  where 
there's  an  exciting  future 
and  where  there's  a  lot 
of  potential."

Even  with  the  Lee's  agri- 
cultural background,  the 
work  was  tough.  Because 
a  large  part  of  what  the 
office  does  is  produce 
reports — on  such  things  as 
markets  and  trade  issues, 
Lee  spent  much  of  his 
time  researching,  writing 
and  editing  reports.  Just 
knowing  where  to  look, 
or  whom  to  call  for  infor- 
mation turned  out  to  be 
one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult, and  educational 
aspects  of  his  job. 
Lee  had  to  field 
some  tough  phone 
calls  from  Ameri- 
can companies 
exporting  their 
(right)  and         products  to 
Canada.  If  he 


couldn't  provide  the 
trade  information  they 
needed  right  away,  he 
would  research  the 
answer  and  get  back  to 
the  caller. 

"My  biggest  chal- 
lenge," Lee  admits,  "has 
been  to  adapt  and  to 
understand  the  people  I 
work  with.  We  talk 
about  that  a  lot  in  FFA, 
and  it  really  is  important 
in  real  life,  because  you 
work  with  people  you 
don't  know.  You  have  to 
immediately  try  to  get 
along  and  understand 
their  feelings  and  ideas 
and  respect  them,  but 
also  add  to  the  mix  with 
your  own  ideas." 

Aculturalexperience 

Even  in  Canada,  which 
shares  thousands  of 
miles  of  border  with  the 
United  States,  Lee  did 
have  to  overcome  some 
cultural  differences.  Con- 
verting to  Canadian  dol- 
lars and  Celsius  degrees, 
and  picking  up  on  the 
different  English  accent 
were  just  part  of  the 
challenge.  "It  took  a 
couple  weeks  before  the 
tourist  feeling  wore  off," 
Lee  says,  "before  I  real- 
ized that  I  was  here,  and 
I  started  to  assimilate 
into  the  culture  and  feel 
a  part  of  it." 

And  it's  not  just 
Canadian  culture  Lee 
experienced.  Ottawa  is 
a  capital  city,  and  with 
all  the  diplomats  living 
there,  it  possesses  an 
international  flavor  that 
only  added  to  the  experi- 
ence. "You  may  run 
into  an  Indian,  a  Pak- 
istani, or  a  Russian  just 
going  to  the  grocery 
store.  It's  not  only  Cana- 
dians you  meet,  but 
international  people 
from  all  over  the  world 
who  are  here  in  the  same 
situation  I'm  in."  "k

For  example,  you're 
buying  a  new  pickup  and 
you  decide  to  take  a  loan 
straight  from  the  dealer. 


your  wallet,  spread  them  out 
on  a  table.  Get  out  the  scis- 
sors and  cut  up  the  ones  you 
don't  need.  Don't  use  credit 
cards  for  major  purchases.  If 
you  want  to  buy  an  $800  gui- 
tar on  your  credit  card 
because  you  don't  have  the 
money  now,  and  you  want  to 
spread  the  payments  out  over 
several  months,  don't  do  it.

3.  Check  credit  reports  once 
a  year.  Request  a  report  from 
each  of  the  big  three  credit 
reporting  agencies  each  year. 
This  way  you  will  avoid  any 
surprises  when  you  go  to 
apply  for  a  loan.  A  report  will 
cost  $8  or  less.  The  costs 
vary  depending  on  the  state  in 
which  you  live.  Here  are  their 
addresses  and  toll-free  phone 
numbers.  Call  first  for  exact 
instructions  and  then  mail  in 
your  written  request. 


card  you  got  last  year  (he 
will  take  this  to  mean 
you're  not  a  reliable  bill- 
payer),  or  he  might  be 
scared  off  when  he  sees 
that  your  credit  limit  on 
your  credit  cards  is  only 
$200  (to  him,  this  might 
signal  that  you  have  a 
level  of  income  that  can't 
support  car  payments). 

You'll  find  that  land- 
lords use  credit  reports 
too.  Since  they're  general- 
ly looking  for  long-term 
tenants,  they'll  look  at 
how  often  you  change 
your  address.  If  you  move 
every  six  months,  they 
might  pass  you  over  for 
someone  else. 

Potential  employers 
are  now  looking  at 
credit  reports  too.  A  shin- 
ing resume  and  positive 
interview  might  be 
obscured  by  pitfalls  on 
your  credit  report.
